Nazi Wings Over Holland 


Amsterdam reports that on Thursday 
large numbers of foreign planes flew over 
Holland headed westward. The same day | 
a squadron of German bombers tried to 
raid the Scottish coast. but were driven 
off, “none getting through the defence.” 

It is an offence against international 
law for a foreign plane to fly over a coun- 
try without permission. That the planes 
Which flew westward over Holland were 
the planes which attempted the raid on 
the Scottish coast is pretty obvious. Neu- 
tral peoples everywhere can scarcely fail 
to gather from the incident how much 
they could depend upon neutrality to pro- 
tect them should the rebels against inter- 
national law find it a convenience to dis- 
regard their rights. 

That the raid on Scotland failed is in 
line with the record where airplanes have 
had to encounter adequate defence forces.

An All-Canadian Division 


Methodically, like the French-British 
pecking at the pillboxes and forts of the 
Siegfried line, Canada’s war program is 
developing.

This nation-wide intimate interest in 
the first of our oversea divisions 
react te stimulate among Canadians ws 
sense of comradeship in the great national 
effort in which we are engaged. As people 
from British Columbia to Nova Scotia 
scan the newspapers or listen at the radio 
3 for news of the division while it is train- 
ing in Canada, and later on follow its 
movements abroad, there must surely 
céme to all minds a growing feeling of 

‘ oneness, of the mutuality of our interests, 
aims and responsibilities, and of esteem 
* and regard for our fellow-citizens who live 
im all parts of this broad Dominion. 
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Subs on Our Sea Fronts? 


At Washington, the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee decided that United 
States ships are not to be allowed to carry 
cargoes to Canadian ports if their routes 
would take them into the open sea. Lake 
vessels may operate as usual, but the 
ocean highways are to be closed, which 
means that neither on the Atlantic nor the 
Pacific coasts will United States vessels 
be allowed to engage in trade with Cana- 
dian ports. 

The reason for this is plain. The object 
in forbidding American ships to ply to 
belligerent ports is to avoid the danger of 
the country being drawn into war through 
attacks made upon them by warships. 
Canada’s coasts, in the opinion of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, are likely 
lurking places for enemy submarines, and 
the waters which wash our shores are not 
safe places for United States ships. 

This decision, it is to be noted, will cost 
United States ship-owners loss of busi- 
ness, for which they will in all probability 
ask compensation. They have been all 
but promised this consideration at the 
next regular session of Congress if it 
appears that the prohibition is seriously 
affecting them. 

The Senate’s committee would not pro- 
pose to extend the prohibition to Canadian 
coastal waters, at the prospective cost of 
having to pay compensation claims from 
the ship-owners, if it were not felt that 
the menace is a real one. Canada’s sea- 
fronts are not, in the judgment of the 
committee, outside the war zone; are in 
fact so definitely in the danger zone that 
United States ships should keep clear of 
them.

What smal! things set the scientific mind at 
work in search of knowledge. Dr. Pfeiffer first 
got the idea of finding a crystal method of 
cancer diagnosis fourteen years ago, while tak- 
ing a cup of hot tea in winter-time in Switzer- 
land. He noticed that the steam from the hot 
tea formed a crystal pattern on a frosty window- 
pane. The pattern was always alike. He started 
experimenting in crystal forms, finding they 
varied as different compounds were added 

Use of copper chloride was attended with 
luck, too. The doctor first used it because it was 
handiest thing in reach in the laboratory. When 
he came to test other agents he found the copper 
chloride was better than any of them. Thus man, 
with knowledge and patience, slowly delved into 
Nature in search of methods of combatting dis- 
ease and prolonging useful life. 
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Having suffered a sleepless night from mak- 
ing a hearty and quite un-needed meal before 
retiring, I'm friendly today to the new teaching 
in Germany that over-eating is a form of trea- 


son. Dr. G. M. Wirz of the Nazi Bureau for 
Public Health put forward the new Nazi crime 

at the outbreak of the war. 
CRIME OF Speaking at Stuttgart he said, 
OVER-EATING “Overindulgence in eating Is not 

only injurious to one’s own 
health; it constitutes also a form of treason.” 


Hold hard there, Doc! No gallows or swords- 
man in a dress suit is needed for me. I suffered 
enough in body, mind and conscience for my 
indulgence. 

Overeating is a form of treason that not 
many in the Reich will be able to commit. There 
is a shortage of meats, fats and sugar already. 
Tea and coffee are almost unpurchaseable, say 
the Berlin correspondents, while milk is reserved 
for the use of the army. The old type of beer- 
drinking, sausage-eating German has given way 
to the lean and hungry Nazi 

A place where feeding might well be made 
an offence is in the zoos and the national parks 
Bears, like human beings, get cross when they 
are over stuffed with food. Animals in thei 
wild state are quite capable of self support. A 
“no-feeding” rule would be good for all wild 
pets 

At the London zoo a special bread is baked 
for bread-eating animals from whole meal flour, 
stone-ground, so that it retains the vital germ. 
Calcium in powder form and soya bean flour are 
added. Baboons have done so well on the “zoo” 
bread that Britons in wartime might adopt it 
with advantage. That'd be turning the tables on 
the zoo visitors.

Time On Our Side 


A recent press dispatch indicated that a total 
of 90,000,000 persons in Greater Germany are 
opposed by a total of 505,000,000 persons on the 
side of the Allies. We think this calculation, 
presented in this way, is misleading. Germany 
is, and has long been completely militarized. 
The entire country is reported to be an armed 
camp. Every element in the population is inte- 
grated in some manner into the war machine. 
The arm is large, well trained and well equipped. 
On the other hand, Canada, New Zealand and 
Australia are not military nations and it will be 
some time before they can furnish much aid in 
Europe. With the conquest of Poland, Germany 
is now practically ready to employ its maximum 
fighting strength against France. The point is 
that if the war continues, the superiority of the 
Allies in potential man-power, in resources, in 
productivity and in sea-power should begin to 
tell and eventually give a decisive victory to 
Germany's opponents.—Le Petit Journal, Mon- 
treal, 


The Folly of Hoarding 


From the way people are rushing to lay 
in supplies, not only in Vancouver but in other 
parts of Canada, it is apparent there is an idea 
abroad that the war is going to bring about a 
shortage of certain foodstuffs. People are laying 
by stores of sugar, of canned goods and of 
flour. 

All this has in it an element of panic, and 
Canada is the ast place in the world where 
there is any need for panic. Think of hoarding 
flour in a country whose principal product is 
wheat, a country which only a month ago, was 
beginning to feel the embarrassment of a good 
crop piled upon an uncomfortably large surplus! 

To hoard flour in Canada is the height—or 
depth—of foolishness, And it is not much less 
silly to hoard sugar and canned goods. 

It will be argued, of course, that the very 
fact that a shortage of sugar has developed 
demonstrates the wisdom of being forehanded 
and of laying in a supply. But the shortage was 
the product not of war conditions but of the 
sudden rush of hoarders to the grocery stores. 
The stores had not anticipated such a rush and 
their supplies were quickly cleaned out. Then 
the word spread that there was a shortage and 
more people became alarmed. 

Twenty-five years ago, Canada went through 
a war four years long and never suffered from 
a shortage of flour or sugar or anything else. 
There is 10 reason to think there will be any 
more difficulty this time. There will be no diffi- 
culty if people will keep their heads and try to 
remembe: that it is not only silly but unpatriotic 
to impose on a government which has larger 
duties, the necessity of enforcing food regula- 
tions.—Vancouver Province. 


What After the War? 


An American writer discusses: “What is the 
world to be like after the war?” He says in part: 
“Even at this stage of the game it may be wise 
to begin fixing our eyes on the world that is to 
be afierward. This war, like all wars, must end 
some time. The world will go on. What will 
have been accomplished?” The answer is given, 
in part, that “the men who settle this war must 
do better than Versailles,” and that “it is cer- 
tainly clear that Europe must be reorganized 
after this war.” 

In this matter of alleged severity of the treaty 
of Versailles, while the treaty may have had de- 
fects, one offers the view that perhaps too much 
has been made of its alleged severity. Many 
regard the treaty of Versailles as the most just 
peace pact in the history of the world up to that 
time. As an article on this page the other day 
cited, it freed millions. What kind of a peace 
treaty would have been imposed had the Kaiser's 
legions won in 1918? What kind of a peace treaty 
did Germany impose on France after the Franco- 
Prussian war? The answer is one of monstrous 
indemnities. 

Who started the World War anyway? Who 
began flinging its armies across the soil of peace- 
ful, neutral nations? Was it Britain and France, 
or was it Germany? Those who harp unduly 
about the injustice of the treaty of Versailles 
may he rendering peculiar service 

As for what may come after the present war, 
one may hope that there will be such a banding 
together of the nations for collective security 
that no despotic upstart can ever again launch a 
nation on aggressive courses. One suggests that 
no war will be in vain if it helps to establish in- 
ternational order and decency in the vorld.— 
Regina Leader-Post. 


Without Fuss Or Flurry 

There has been a good deal of complaining, 
in Parliament, in the Press and in the street, 
about the alleged inadequacy of Canada’s war 
effort, But, if the Government of Canada con- 
tinues throughout the war along the same 
systematic line which it has followed, without 
fuss, without flurry, up to now, it will never 
be complained that it was not a co-ordinated 
effort 

So far as we on the outside may know, every 
step taken is in co-operation with the Govern- 
ment of the United Kingdom and every contri- 
bution of whatsoever nature made according to 
that government's requirements; also that, since 
an excess of zeal may do as much damage as 
too little, Canada will do neither more nor less 


than the Empire effort calls for at any given 
moment. 

With regard to the land defences, in respect 
of which we have noted that the policy is but 


little changed, it is possible that the govern- 
ment’s reason for practically re-stating its for- 


er policy in other words is to reassure those 
clamorous for an expeditionary force which they 
did not recognize the existing organizatior 
because it was not called by that name

Although colds appear to te of 
infectious origin and may be 
“caught,” the person catching a cold 
must have previously undergone 
the conditions which weaken the 
resistance of the body enough so 
that the causative organisms can 
develop. 

I ata satisfied after studying many 
thousands of patients that there are 
only two main causes of colds: 
Fatigue and eating too much. 


Those whose bodies are burdened 


with food excesses are more likely 
to have colds than those who eat 
more moderately. Also, patients 
who become over-tired from worry, 
working long hours, 
sleep, too much shopping, or from 
an exacting social whirl, tend to be 
too enervated te carry on the proper 
elimination through the skin, lungs 
kidneys and intestines. 

In those who have been stuffing 
on heavy food, and who become 
fatigued, a cold very often develops.
